CATRO, February 8. -General Gordon's de* 


fense of Khartoum ended the anniversary of 
his 52d birthday. The military opinion is that 
tbe whole force of the British army should 
be directed toward the capture of Berber, 
while 15,000 reinforcements from England or 
India should Und at Suakimto insure retreat 
or enable them to chastise tlie rebels.

Tbe market, 
however, absorbed all stock offered without 
yielding more th»n a fraction and gave such 
convincing evidence of a strong undertone the 
bears were forced to abandon the fight, after 
having added materially to their short ac- 
counts. And as soon as the p.maure was 
removed tbe market advanced on moderate 
purchases, and closed finely with a boom for 
•coal stocks. While the remainder of tbe 
-market was stronK, with one or two exceptions, 
there continues an active borrowing demand 
for Lackaw«nn».
